pasture and early grain feed, if for 
no other purpose, wherever there are 
live stock to be maintained on the 
farm. 
In diversified farm ing is found the 
best and 
safest insurance against 
failure on the farm. 
And no system of diversification is 
complete without the produ< tion of 
live stock figuring largely as a part 
of the scheme. 
And to have live stock we must 
have the feed to sustain them and 
keep them in a thrifty, productive 
col d it ion. 
Live stork, when it includes dairy 
stock, hogs and poultry, contributes 
largely 
to

family’s living needs; and any surplus

can

find a market at prices which, if
